At 
times  the  sophs  were  almost  unbearable,  but  even  that  was  squared  when 
the  freshmen  basketball  team — shades  of  Tasker  and  Manch — defeated 
the  over-confident  varsity.  We  may  point  with  pardonable  pride  to  the  mem- 
bers of  our  class  who  have  acquired  both  athletic  and  scholarly  attainments. 

Next  fall,  the  class  of  '42  will  be  back,  but  we  will  no  longer  be  fresh- 
men. It  is  with  many  regrets  that  we  complete  one  of  the  greatest  years 
of  our  lives.  Yes,  next  fall  '42  will  be  back,  but  ours  will  be  the  privilege 
of  dishing  it  out  instead  of  taking  it.

A  REVIEW  OF  THE  YEAR 

The  1938  season  on  the  diamond  ran  through  the  catalogue  of  baseball  thrills. 
In  opening  the  schedule  with  four  Northern  opponents,  the  Tigers  won  three  in  a 
row  before  tasting  defeat. 

On  consecutive  days,  Hampden-Sydney  came  from  behind  with  ninth-inning 
batting  rallies  to  down  Delaware  and  Drexel,  both  by  a  7-6  score.  They  swept  over 
Haverford,  but  bowed  to  Dartmouth's  touted  Indians. 

After  Dartmouth,  the  Tigers  steered  a  checkered  course.  Out  of  the  eleven 
games  that  followed,  the  Tigers  were  able  to  win  only  two.  Four  games  were 
rained  out.  Nature  washed  away  the  Tigers'  chance  for  big  news  when  a  deluge 
stopped  the  Long  Island  U.  game  as  Hampden-Sydney  led  4-1. 

A  6-5  triumph  over  Richmond,  the  state  champions,  climaxed  the  season.  Taylor 
Reveley  kept  the  Spiders  under  control  from  the  mound  and  Bob  Eason  drove  in 
the  two  runs  that  spelled  victory. 
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The  Bcrniermen  lost  the  six  remaining  games.  Randolph-Macon  and  Richmond 
took  return  matches,  and  the  Tigers  came  back  home  scalpless  from  the  trip  north 
against  Delaware,  Haverford,  Drexel,  and  Washington.

RESUME 


More  track  records  were  set  during  the  1938 
season  on  the  cinders  than  in  any  year  in  Tiger 
track  history.  With  a  squad  of  veterans  weak 
only  in  the  distance  events,  the  "new  era"  in  track 
reached  its  peak.
